THE TREATY RATIFICATION, 


I 


T WAS by the decisive vote 01' 72 to 6 that the 


Senate ratified the Hay-Pauncefote canal treaty 


which makes the United States the sole sponsor for 
the construction and maintaina.nce of a \vater\va> 
connecting the Atlantic with the Pacific. 
While 


the main result was anticipated, the practical unani 
totty 01 the Senate was as unexpected as it was 
gratifying to the friends of the measure. 


That the present form of the treaty is more ac 


c.-ptable to American sentiment than was the 
amended one which Great Britain rejected, is man 
ifest b\ the fact that the vote by which the latter 
was ratified was 55 to 18. Of the six senators who 
voted nay on the last occasion, Bacon and Mallory 
voted with the majority last December, Culberson, 
Teller and Tillman voted both times in the negative 
and Blackburn was not a member of the Senate at 
that time 
The reason given by Bacon and Mallory 


for voting against ratification was that they feared 
that the treat\ does not give the United States pow- 
er to close the canal against an enemy in time of 
war. 


The chief advantage to the United States in 


this treaty over the other is that it supercedes the 
Clayton-Bulwer convention and gives to us a free 
band in Arranging for the construction, mainte- 
nance and control of a canal whose neutralization 
we guarantee. 


As to the objection of Bacon and Mallory, the 


Salt Lake Herald, in our opinion, sizes up the mat- 
ter correctly in saying- "The agreement is not as 
specific in'some points as it might be, perhaps as it 
should have been. There is no definite clause 
which will permit the United States to fortify the 
canal, but nothing in the treaty can be construed as 
prohibiting it. 
If we want to fortif} it we can do 


so without injecting a jarring note in the concert of 
powers. 
Another feature of the treaty which may 


or ma> not be carried out to the letter is that which 
guarantees an open canal in times of peace or war. 


It is manifestly unreasonable to expect 
the 


United State;, to build the canal and then keep it 
open for the warships of an enemy, in order tha 
they might more easily lay waste our unprotected 
western coast line. In the event of hostilities with 
England or Germany, the great naval powers of the 
world, this clause would doubtless be susceptable o 
a more elastic construction thfti the text implies.
